ALL ABOUT VOLCANOES 

The Bezymyonny volcano In 
Kamchatka has less than a cen- 
tury left to erupt heTore It will 
then lay dormant for a thousand 
years. This conclusion was made 
by researchers at Ihe Institute ol 
Volcanology (Far Eastern Scien- 
tific Centre, USSR Academy of 
Sciences). The deposits left at 
the base alter eruptions over 
thousands of years have helped 
scientists arrive at this occuralc 
forecast. This "layeicd cako" 
traces Ihe volcano's formation, 
active pmlods, and srale of erup- 
tion. 

The volcano Is just ono of ihe 
Lon active volcanoes on the pen- 
insula lo he studied by the re- 
searchers. They used a revolu- 
tionary method of porous deposit 
analysis os well os radio cnibon 
sounding. The scientists used 
the coal, timber, and anil lililtk-n 
in the volcano's d-.-plhs tu dole 
the nrnpllons.
